ARTIST BIOGRAPHIES 


Mezzo-soprano Julia Barber is currently pursuing a 
Doctorate of Musical Arts at the University of Toronto 
under Professor Lorna MacDonald. On the opera stage, 
she has performed Zerlina ( Don Giovanni), Hansel ( Hansel 
und Gretel), Stephano ( Romeo et Juliette), Paquette 
(Candide ), and Jo (Little Women). As a soloist, she has 
been featured in choral and oratorio works with The Elora 
Singers, Toronto Mendelssohn Choir, and Mississauga 
Symphony Orchestra; art song with the Aldeburgh 
Discovery Series and Bayfield Festival; and music 
theatre and popular classics with Jewish Music Week 
and the Toronto Festival Singers. She is also in demand 
as a choral singer, performing with The Elora Singers, 
Toronto Mendelssohn Choir, Toronto Festival Singers, 
Incontra Vocal Ensemble, St. James Cathedral Choir, and 
Hedgerow Singers. 

Originally from Prince Edward Island, baritone Parker 
Clements is a recent graduate of the Master of Literature 
and Performance program at the University of Western 
Ontario. While there, he had the opportunity to perform 
with the Opera Workshop as Escamillo ( Carmen, 

2017), and Marco ( Gianni Schicchi, 2016), as well Don 
Giovanni at I’Accademia Europea dell’Opera (2017). 

Since graduating, Parker has performed Mahler’s 
Kindertotenlieder with the Bathurst Chamber Music 
Festival, appeared as soloist in Brahms’ Requiem with 
Luminous Ensemble (Charlottetown), and premiered 
works as part of the Soundstreams composer workshop. 

For the past 10 years, Tiago Delgado has been 
specializing in clarinet performance. His education 
includes a Bachelor in Music from Minas Gerais Federal 
University (Brazil), a performer diploma from Indiana 
University, and a Master in Music from Kent State 
University. He is currently working on a Doctor of Musical 
Arts degree at the University of Toronto. Some of his live 
performances can be heard on soundcloud.com and 
youtube.com. 

Tristan Durie is an accomplished flautist who is very 
active as a performer and freelancer in Toronto. Recently 
he has performed with groups including The Canadian 
Opera Company, Esprit Orchestra, The Bicycle Opera 
Project, Soundstreams, the Kingston Symphony, the 
London Symphonia and the Ontario Philharmonic. He 
holds a Bachelor and Master of Music Performance with 
a Minor in Composition from the University of Toronto 
where he studied flute with Professor Douglas Stewart 
and composition with Professor Norbert Palej. He is 
currently completing his Doctor of Musical Arts in Flute 
Performance at the University of Toronto under the 
guidance of Professor Leslie Newman.

Dongso Julia Kim is currently a third year DMA student in 
cello performance. She has performed throughout the US 
and Canada under the baton of Maestro Bramwell Tovey, 
Leonard Slatkin and Mario Venzago and many more. 

She has earned her previous degrees at McGill University 
under renowned Canadian cellist Elizabeth Dolin and at 
Indiana University where she studied with legendary cellist 
Janos Starker. 

Originally from Nova Scotia, Morgan Reid has been 
featured as a versatile performer in recital, musical theatre, 
dance, and operatic repertoire. Some credits include 
Suor Angelica [La Novizia, COSI), L’Egisto ( Belezza and 
Fedra, Halifax Summer Opera Festival), The Happy Prince 
(Happy Prince/ Match Girl & choreography, Highland Arts 
Theatre), and Legally Blonde (Elle Woods, Garnet and 
Gold Theatre). Most recently, she performed as Tytania in 
Halifax Summer Opera Festival’s production of Britten’s 
A Midsummer Night’s Dream, where she was praised as 
being “vocally delightful” ( Opera Canada). Morgan has 
received scholarships for both academic and musical 
excellence while at Mount Allison University, including the 
May T. Walshman Prize for Promise in a Career in Voice, 
J.E.A. Crake Performance Graduating Award, and the 
Robert and Margaret Fleming Award for Composition 
Studies. She is pursuing a Master of Music in Voice 
Performance at the University of Toronto, studying under 
Dr. Darryl Edwards. 

Being a passionate performer, Saba Yousefi is currently 
studying her Master of Violin Performance at the University 
of Toronto where she also received her Bachelor of 
Music. She started playing the violin at the age of seven 
in Tehran, Iran. Saba attended the Tehran Conservatory 
of Music and graduated with a Diploma in Music. She 
had the role of concertmaster in the Austrian Embassy 
Orchestra in Tehran and assistant concertmaster at the 
Tehran Philharmonic Orchestra. She also won first prize in 
the Tehran classical music competition as a soloist. Saba 
immigrated to Canada in order to expand her musical 
journey. She has studied with members of the Tehran 
Symphony Orchestra, Montreal Symphony Orchestra, and 
the Toronto Symphony Orchestra. Her past and current 
teachers have included Khachik Babayan, Jacques 
Israelievitch, Erika Raum and Mark Fewer. She has 
performed in solo and chamber music master classes for 
Barry Shiftman, Jonathan Crow, Andrew Wan, Timothy 
Ying, the Gryphon Trio, the St. Lawrence String Guartet 
and the New Orford String Guartet.
